WASHINGTON—The Supreme 
of the United States today 
decision of the 


reversed the 


supreme court 


Gompers, John Mitchell and Frank Kk. 
Morrison, officers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. to jail for contempt of 
court in connection with the injunction 
suit of the Bucks Stove and Range Com- 
pany and dismissed the whole case. 


The decision was that the case was 


one purely of civil contempt and only 
punishable by fines and that since it was 
established that the Bucks Stove & 
Range Company had patched up its dif- 


ferences with the American Federation 


of. Labor the case should be dismissed 
outright. 

Because the case involved the impris- 
onment of three of the foremost leaders 
it was looked upon by union men as 
marking the’ turning point in the fight of 
unionism in America. 

The tribunal held that when Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison disobeyed the 
mandate of the lower court and contin- 
ued the boycott they were guilty of only 
civil contempt and they should have 
been punished by a fine paid to the stove 
company—a fine measured by the wrong 
done the complainants. 

This construction reversed the deci- 
sion of the lower courts whlch had held 

the contempt a criminal one, punishable 
by imprisonment. 

Justice Lamar read the decision. There 
was no dissenting opinion in the case. 
Justice Lamar’s opinion was an ex- 
haustive study of the whole controversy. 
Much of it was a technical legal analysis 
of the classifications of contempt. 

The case started Dec. 18, 1907, when 
Justice Gould of the supreme court of 
the District of Columbia, on petition of 
James W. Van Cleave, president ef the 
stove works and also head of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, en- 
joined the American Federation of La- 
bor from publishing notices of boycott 
of the stove company. The labor of- 
ficials appealed to the United States su- 
preme court Dec. 3, 1908. 

In the meantime Mr. Van Cleave se- 
cured a decision from Justice Wright 
adjudging Messrs, Gompers, Mitchell and 
Morrison guilty of contempt of court for 
continued, publication of the boycott and 
sentencing them to one year, nine 
months and six months, respectively. An 

| appeal was taken from this sentence. 

The controversy started with the re- 
fusal of the company to continue the 
nine-hour day for metal] polishers and its 
alleged discrimination against and dis- 
charge of employees affiliated with the 
labor union. 

The company was unionized after Mr. 
sVan Cleave passed on in the summer of 
1910. 

Speaking of the decision, 
Gompers said here, today: 

“I am, of course, greatly gratified that 
the supreme court has reversed the de- 
cisions, yet I am dissatisfied that the 
court did not decide the questions and 
principles and contentions in the pro- 
ceedings.”

READY FOR POSTAL 
BANK DEPOSITORS 


W ASHINGTON—Postal Savings bank 
after 


depositors may July 1 convert 


their deposits into United States bonds, 
|prepared especially for their accommo- 
_dation in denominations of $20, $100 and 
$500, it was announced today at the 
postoffice departmént. ‘The bonds pay 
2% per cent interest, which is 4% per 
cent higher than on postal savings de- 
posits. 

Under the laws governing the banks a 
single individual cannot deposit more 
than $500 a year. Complaints have been 
made against this restriction and the 
bonds will relieve the situation. 

Either registered or coupon bonds may 

purchased. Interest on the coupon 
bonds is collected by detachable coupons 
which can be cashed by any one. 

The department also announced today 
that in April 3,618 separate deposits 
were made in the 48 initial banks, ag- 
gregating $82,646. 

Postmaster-General Hitcheock an- 
nounces the designation of 47 additional 
postal savings depositories, making a 
total of 176 postal banks since Jan. 3. 

The new offices designated will be 
ready to receive deposits on June 12. 
The 45 offices announced a week ago 
have reported they will be in readiness 
for operation June l. ‘

WASHINGTON — Statements of the 
results of the census of manufactures of 
the cities of Peabody and Quincy and the 
towns of Weymouth and Southbridge 
were issued today.

Figures for the city of Quincy show 
increases in every item. 

There were 183 establishments in

in 1909 and $8.982.000 in 1904, an increase 
of $1,523,000, or 17 per cenj. The aver-

To increased sales of American mineral 
oil, wheat flour and cotton goods to 
China and to larger sales of cotton, iron 
and steel manufactures and flour to 

Japan, the gains in exports above noted 
| are principally due. Taking up the more 
important items appearing in the ex- 
ports to China, it is found that exports 
of illuminating oil in March (13,333,333 
gallons) actually doubled in quantity, 
when compared with March last year (6,- 
250,000) and the value in slightly less 
degree. For the nine months the exports 
increased from 42,000,000 in 1910 to 69,- 
000,000 gallons in the present year.

Born to a high place in the society of a 
community that had had its standards of 
worth determined more by. character and 
intellect than by wealth of a material sort, 
T. W. Higginson was always hostile to any- 
thing savoring of plutocracy. The-democ- 
racy in which he believed had no menace, 
in his opinion, worse than successful inva- 
sion of halls of legislation, courts, univers- 
ities and colleges and salons and drawing- 
rooms, by persons whose chief title to recognition was their money. 
Hence it is not surprising to find him quoted as saying that 
“it is really a more serious problem in social study what to do 
with our multi-millionaires than with our paupers.”” Fortunately 
the United States in meeting this problem can count upon the 
conserving force of the national tradition that honors toil and abhors 
loafing. This is an authority that keeps many a great captain of 
industry and trade busy increasing the national wealth as well as 
his own, who, if obedient to inclination, might become a social 
menace by his personal habits as a rich drone. There is yet another 
American tradition which acts as a saving force in meeting the 
problem, and that is the habit which so many of our rich men and 
women have acquired, and which, in some families, has become 
a transmissible ideal, of giving to society large and continuing 
benefactions. So. steadily has this habit grown, and so great is 
the volume of the gifts, that it has become a social phenomenon 
characteristic of the country and recognized as such by European 
publicists, educators and social experts. If, in addition to giving 
of their wealth, donors also continue to give of their wisdom and 
executive ability, furthering the interests to which they have set 
apart their surplus property, then a type of multi-millionaire is 
produced against whom the most carping critic finds it difficult 
to bring an indictment. For it insures such activity on the donor's 
part as will keep him from the perils of seeking only for pleasure, 
and it brings to the cause to which he is giving both of his money 
and his organizing ability a combination that insures success. 

For the multi-millionaire who keeps his wealth in motion as 
active capital invested in productive enterprises, or who sets much 
or most of it apart, to be used by him or by competent trustees 
in furthering beneficent social ends, the American public has not 
that dread which Colonel Higginson’s remark implied. It is the 
multi-millionaire of the miser type, or who has been vulgarized 
by his accumulations, or who uses his money to promote selfish 
rather than community aims, that the republic distrusts, and is 
forced sooner or later to deal with by law or by public opinion. 

What is needed in the United States is increase of the sense 
of public duty, of the spirit of noblesse olige, among those who 
inherit great wealth as well as among those who win it by their 
own genius and industry during a working career. It is this con- 
secration to something other than pleasure, this high conception 
of civic duty on the part of scions of the aristocracies of Europe, 
which has accounted for much that has been worthiest and most 
inspiring in the histories of families of vast wealth, and that has 
saved them from influences that otherwise might have brought 
about their downfall, either by corruption from within or by attack 
from without, by the discontented masses. 

The public service of the United States, in its diplomatic and 
higher administrative positions in Washington and in the outlying 
dependencies, and the field of non-partizan municipal government, 
provide openings in which men can serve who come to the task 
equipped with acquired or inherited aptitudes such as are neces- 
sary in making large fortunes legitimately, and who are above 
any sordid temptations of making money while in office. During 
the past decade men of this type have either volunteered or been 
drafted into office in larger numbers than during any earlier period 
cf national history; and the record of success by them in these 
trying posts has been such as to show that here is a way to help 
solve the dual problem of caring for the man of wealth who is 
disposed to be socially useful, and of providing the governmental 
service with men of executive ability and force.

When its plans have been more fully disclosed, and have been. 


weighed in comparison with other projects, an estimate of the merit 
of the proposition of the American Buildings Trust may be ventured 
upon with more justice than is passible now. But this much can 
be said, that it is encouraging to find local investors and promoters 
joining with Europeans of the same class in a project to develop 
the Commonwealth flats of South Boston and to construct storage 
and warehouse buildings in proximity to a railway terminal and 
large, modernly equipped piers. The fact that these men are will- 
ing to consider the investment of, so large a sum—$40,000,000— 
in increasing Boston’s commercial facilities, is an omen of a new 
day. Whatever the answer of the Legislature may be to this 
proposition, the fact that the offer has been made is notice to 
investors and promoters generally that Boston has claims on their 
attention as a city about to boom, and as a place where capital 
may be expected to reap fair rewards if put into works of a quasi- 
public character. i 

If, as intimated, the Legislature is to be called upon to approve 
or reject a scheme for the creation of a board of harbor directors 
three im number, to whom will be given important administrative 


duties and also tasks of investigation, the results of which are to_ 


‘be laid before the next General Court, then it may be argued that 


some of the specific propositions for harbor betterment already 
before the lawmakers should go unanswered at this session. Cer- 
tainly the introduction of such a sweeping measure as is urged 
by Senator Brown, and full and candid debate of it, will force 
both the public and lawmakers to consideratiop of the problem in 
its largest aspects, hence the final action of the people’s represent- 
atives should be of a constructive and enduring character. On the 
other hand, there should be no delay in meeting immediate issues 
where the evidence is clear as to the course to be followed and 
where the petition for action is believed to be disinterested and 
clean in its motives. There are some phases of the situation so 
clear that no further investigation can possibly shed new light on 
the path to be followed, and there are certain broad lines of policy, 
which only the Legislature in the last analysis can. define, which 
should be formtlated and fixed this year. Now that the effort to 
amend the city charter has been defeated, there remains no more 
important matter before the Legislature affecting Boston than the 
various projects for improving her port; and it is reasonable to 
hope that the matter will be dealt with in a statesmanlike way. The 
plan which Senator Brown is urging has had the informal indorse- 
ment of the Chamber of Commerce, through its official organ. Con- 
sequently it will come before the Legislature strengthened as a sound 
proposition.

AMERICAN educational institutions are now 
enrolling an exceptionally large proportion 
of students from Europe and Asia and the 
American dependencies, youth of both sexes, 
most of whom expect to return to their Cosmo- 
native lands as the fortunate possessors of 
knowledge that will serve them and _ their politanism 
countrymen. These colonies of foreigners, 

differing radically in race, religion and | 
speech, acting in conjunction with the more ~  agpeaereerammne 
liberal of the Ametican instructors and students, have organized 
in most of the leading universities what are known as cosmopolitan 
clubs, where the common tie of being away from home, amid an 
alien people and bent oh the same errand brings the non-Americans 
together 1n bonds of unity and fellowship that are helpful. More- 
over, the association makes possible that enlargement of human 
sympathy and understanding respecting diverse kinds of people 
which is one of the greatest factors in hastening an end of strife, 
national or racial; and it also makes natural the formation of 
friendships, which, when those who share them come to years of 
maturity and public service, are sure to count for international good- 
will and extinction of prejudices. 

But admirable as are these clubs of youth who confessedly 
take the cosmopolitan point of view, they soon have their perils, 
and one of them Ambassador Jusserand pointed out at the recent 
annual dinner of the Harvard Cosmopolitan Club. He made it 
clear that in the effort to appreciate an alien civilization, or to 
view life from a new political standpoint, or to condone if not 
to approve an ethical code different from the one in which a person 
has been trained—in short, in the effort to be broad—the person 
so disposed is in danger of disloyalty to his own national and 
racial ‘past and of minimizing his country’s abiding contribution 
to the world’s life. “To uproot oneself so as to belong to no 
country,” said the French diplomat, “betokens much less than is 
sometimes asserted of amplitude of heart and mind. It is often 
just the reverse, and is the sign of fondness for vague duties, 
held to be noble in proportion to their vagueness and impractic- 
ability, in preference to plain, positive, every-day ones.” 

The highest type of a cosmopolitan man or woman is not the 
one who when in Rome does as the Romans do, but who, after a 
survey of humanity and ef social customs that has been extended 
in its scope of observation, decides what is the ideal of conduct 
for the normal man under given conditions, and acts accordingly 
whether in Peking or Washington. The highest type of cosmopolite 
does not spurn his own country’s ways and beliefs because they 
are native, nor does he laud the customs and convictions of another 
people just because they are foreign. In trying to be broad he 
also tries not to be shallow. In believing in internationalism he 
does not slough off nationalism. In being a man of the world he 
remains an American or a Frenchman as the case may be. Indeed, 
the very process of comparison and sympathetic understanding of 
another people than his own, while it will enlarge his own conception 
of the oneness of the race and its essential unity, is likely to send 
him back to his own people and land with a rational basis for 
his loyalty to them, whereas before he had only an instinctive 
affection.

Shall We 
Talk Around 
the World?

— | It was possible seventeen years ago to carry 

| on a telephonic conversation between New 
York and St. Louis, a distance of 1100 
miles. This remained the record until New 
York talked with Denver the other night, 
a distance of 2100 miles. Thus at a single 
| bound a clean 1000 miles was gained. That 
| fact, important in itself, is not half so 
important as the circumstance that the appli- 

ances which made it possible may be so 
improved as to bring New York ‘and San Francisco—3186 miles 
apart—into direct communication by telephone before long. It is 
hardly going too far to say that elaboration and perfection of the 
appliances must eventually lead up to an all-around-the-world direct 
telephone service. 

Seventeen years of constant study and experiment were required 
to make the New York-to-Deriver feat possible; it should require 
only a fraction of that time to bring the newly invented “phantom 
circuit’ system to a higher stage of perfection. This is an accom- 
plishment of skill not far removed, if removed at all, from genius. 
It has involved mathematical calculation of the most precise and 
delicate character. Proved in a small way, its demonstration may 
know no limit. Denver is but an incident in the transmission of 
sound from New York; San Francisco would be but another; the 
waves may be carried on interminably if the vehicle be provided. 

Telegrams may be sent over the loaded phantom wires .and 
phantom circuits simultaneously. A subject, therefore, that comes 
within the bounds of legitimate speculation is, whether the ocean 
cables of the future shall be laid with the view to the performance 
of the dual service. The distance across the Atlantic is less than 
the distance across the continent. 
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For the second time in the Taft administra- 
tion a change is to take place in the cabinet. 
The first change had long been expected and 
caused no surprise; the second was unex- 
pected, but it appears to be due entirely to 
non-political causes. Credited to Tennessee, 
Jacob M. Dickinson has been so closely 
identified with Chicago for many years as to 
justify his classification with the representa- 
tion of that city in the President’s official 
family, a representation only recently increased by the appointment 
of Walter L. Fisher to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Secretary Ballinger. 

The appointment of Henry L. Stimson cannot be so easily 
divested of political significance as the resignation of Secretary 
Dickinson. New York is a state upon which Mr. Taft has bestowed, 
and quite properly, a considerable share of his attention since his 
elevation to the presidency. It is necessary to his political interests 
that the feeling in his own party thete should be cooled and mmproved. 
Mr. Stimson’s appointment not only gives that state two places in 
the cabinet, but it gives one of them to a gentleman in whose political 
welfare Mr. Roosevelt continues to be warmly and deeply interested 
No seléction that Mr. Taft could have made ia New York could 
have given greater satisfaction to the anti-organization element with- 
out causing a revival of the factional dispute that operated so dlisas- 
trously for the Republican party last fall, for the contest of the 
so-called machine at that time was not directed so much against Mr. 
Stimson personally as it was in opposition to the issues raised by Mr. 
Roosevelt and others who stood for the Stimson ticket. 

Seasoned politicians have frequently decried the politics prac- 
tised by Mr. Taft. His methods were so different from those long 
followed by the war horses that the latter have appeared neither to 
understand nor to respect them; but even the veterans in both parties 
now appear to recognize that, unconventional and amateurish as 
these methods may seem, they accomplish results, not the least of 
which is the disarming of foes. 
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SCHOOLS are being established in Italy for the benefit of those 
desiring to emigrate to South America or to the United States. 
In these schools Spanish or English will be taught, as may be 
required.

The walled city, however, bas long since | Traffic of a 
passed away in civilized countries, the cities 

themselves have outgrown their ancient Great City 
boundaries, and their traffic has increased 
beyond anything the early urban dweller 
could have dreamed of. The points at 
which the city’s gates stood in the London 
of 300 years ago are in ‘our times many miles inward from the 
corporate limits. The London of Queen Elizabeth's time was a 
village compared with the London of today. 

Yet, regardless of the tremendous change that has taken place 
in the world’s metropolis, only a short time ago the authorities 
essayed to accomplish that which the gatekeepers of ancient times 
were frequently called upon to do, namely, to take account of all 
the traffic moving into and out of the city. For this purpose 
stations were established throughout London in fifty-two wide 
places and a great number of narrow lanes which admit the passage 
of vehicles from the outside. ‘These stations numbered ninety-six, 
and they were manned by 350 skilful men, equipped with specially 
prepared score cards, between the hours of 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. 
on a single day. 

Soon the result of their observations will be made known, and 
it is anticipated that the showing, when reduced, will give the best 
idea ever obtained of the movements of London's traffic. It will 
classify and enumerate all vehicles, public and private, and show 
at a glance how thfe immense population is swollen every morning 
by the flow from the suburbs and the country round about, and 
how it is shrunken every evening by processes familiar to all 
dwellers in metropolitan centers. Statistics of this character with 


reference to any large city would be interesting. —

Should the Parliament cease to exist, there will disappear with 
it one of the most interesting experiments that a legislative. assembly 
has ever had to deal with. At the present time fourteen women 
members assist in the legislation of the country. It is a noteworthy 
fact that woman suffrage m Finland was obtained without the 
agitation so pronounced in most countries. The new constitution 
of 1907 brought universal suffrage, with women eligible for election 
to the chamber. | 

The first country to concede woman suffrage and representa- 
tion, Finland has profited greatly by having such leaders as Jenny 
A.‘Forselles, Vera Hjelt and the Baroness Ida Yrjo-Koshinen to 
represent their constituencies in Parliament. Perhaps unequaled 
on the score of general culture in Europe, the Finns have certain 
standards in education due to the activity of the higher schools. 
The majority of the women members in the Parliament are teachers. 
But they by no means. represent any particular party. The Swedish, 
the Old Finnish, the Young Finnish and the Socialist organizations 
have woman representation in the legislative halls. 

Disaffected as is Finland at the present time, additional polit- 
ical unrest can be of no service to Russia. Russia is progressing 
more favorably than for decades. 
political liberty long before Russia became the dominant factor in 
its administrative affairs. The Finnish Diet may not be the ,final 
solution of the problem of Finland; but the people are used to gov- 
erning themselves, and Greater Russia cannot afford to alienate 
cultured men and women who hold education to be a prime con- 
sideration for a nation’s welfare. 
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
